Officials of the SERA have 


allocated $150,000 to the city of 
Covina for the erection of a 
sewage disposal plant and tbe 
completion of the sewer to the 
plant, it was announced by City 
Engineer Glenn Crawford at 
the council meeting Monday 
wight, the funds to be available 
as sosn as the permit to erect 
the plant has been issued by 
the state board of health. 


The board is expected to announce 


a hearing the last wek in June at Los 
Angeles, when permission to erect 
the plant will either be granted or 
rejected. 


Other Covina projects that have 


been allowed by the SERA are the 
resurfacing of Citrus avenue and the 
repair of sidewalks in the city. Ap- 
plication for funds to build an un- 
derpass across Citrus avenue and 
also under San Bernardino road at 
the grammar school have been made, 
with favorable action indicated by 
the government officials. A third ap- 
plication made by Engineer Craw- 
ford will cover labor costs for re- 
pairs on the buildings and equip- 
ment at the city park, city jail, and 
the painting and repairing of the city 
hall and the Grand avenue pump-

Tax Delinquency 
in Covina District 
Shows Decrease 


A notable decrease in tax delin- 


quency for Covina and the county 
of Los Angeles as a whole was re- 
ported today by the county auditor's 
office, on the basis of the 1934-35 
tax collections. 


The delinquency for Covina this 


year was shown to be but 4,72 per I 
cent, as compared with 6.23 per cent i 
last year. 
j 


Decrease of 2.36 per cent in the 


general county delinquency was re- 
ported, as compared with collections 
for 1933-34. Delinquency in pay- 
ment of general county taxes, for 
which the rate of $1.20 applies, was 
only 11 per cent even this year, as 
compared with 13.36 per cent for last 
year. Both figures are as of April 
20, the deadline for payment of sec- 
ond installment taxes. 


Delinquency for the fjood control 


district is only 11.11 per cent this 
year, as against 13.28 last year. 


For the county's largest city, Los 


Angeles, delinquency was 9.92 per 
cent, nearly 3 per cent lower than 
the 12.61 per cent reported for last 
year. 


A similar improvement was shown 


in the four county water districts, 
as follows: Baldwin Park, 16.32 per 
cent this year and 22.29 last year; 
Clearwater-Hynes, 28.90 this year 
and 34.87 last year; La Puente val- 
ley, 14.48 this year and 29.93 last; 
and Pico, 19.20 this year as against 
21.90 last year.

homestead project in California is 
now nearing completion at El Monte, 
according to officials of the United 
States resettlement administration, 
which expects the homes will be 
ready for occupancy during the 
summer. 


In the meantime, selection of 100 


families for the El Monte homesteads 
and an additional 40 for a similar 
tract near San Fernando is being 
made from a total of 1858 applica- 
tions. 


Five different types of houses with 


17 variations in design are being 
used in the El Monte project. A 
tract of land ranging in size from 
64-hundredths to 94-hundredths of 
an acre goes with each home, which 
includes a livuigroom, diningroom, j 
kitcfesn, bathroom, and from QAe,tol 
fourbedrooms.

The resettlement administration of 


the department of agriculture is sell- 
ing these homesteads to selected 
families having not less than $50 a 
month nor more than $100 a month 
income. Prices range from $2500 to 
$3800, and payments are spread over 
a thirty-year period.

'While"bu'ilding permits in'Covina 


and other areas of Los Angeles

Total for the year to date of May 


31 was $4,140,143, as compared to 
only $1,986,530 for the first five 
months of 1934. Last year 2680 per- 
mits were issued to reach that val- 
uation; this year, 3866, or consider- 
ably less than double have been is- 
sued for more than twice as much 
valuation, indicating larger build- 
ings.

Roll of Honor at Boulder Dam— 


Ancient writers tell of the thousands that 


were accidentally killed or sacrificed to ap- 
pease the gods during the long years when 
the great pyramids of Egypt were under con- 
struction. 


A bronze plaque was placed last week at 


a ceremony at Boulder dam, memoralizing the 
eighty-nine men who lost their lives during 
the building of this great modern wonder. Of 
course this was eighty-nine too many, but it is 
remarkable that such an enormous project 
could have been completed with comparative- 
ly small human sacrifice. 


Compared with the pyramids, Boulder dam 


is not only a greater engineering marvel, but 
it is a work that will be ever useful instead 
of merely a monstrosity erected to satisfy the 
pride of royalty. Those lives sacrificed in 
building the pyramids were in vain, while 
the men who were crushed and killed in that 
Colorado river canyon project can be said to 
have died to some purpose. Their lives were 
given in a greater degree for humanity than 
any demanded on battlefields. 


Perhaps some day an heroic singer of the 


stature of Homer will tell the story of the 
building of Boulder dam, of the spanning of 
this turbulent river with a barrier to provide 
water, and therefore new homes and oppor- 
tunity for countless thousands of our people. 
It is worthy of note that during this depres- 
sion period, when we have come to believe 
all progress has been at stalemate, the great- 
est engineering triumph of all time has been 
achieved, placing in the pale the vaunted 
prowess of ancient dynasties; dwarfing the 
vainglorious victories of military geniuses;

key. Retailers can buy the booileg liquor for 
less than half what the legal liquor costs. The 
slogan of the liquor dealers is the same as 
always: "Get the money."

When there is 
a general permeation of prosperity these arbi- 
trary foreclosures are only felt by an unfor- 
tunate few, but in a great financial debacle 
like that of 1929, they give impetus to a gen- 
eral foreclosure and bankruptcy, with nobody 
benefiting, not excepting the Shylocks. 


If "Acts of God," such as tornadoes, floods, 


droughts, etc., temporarily destroy the earn- 
ing capacity of a mortgage security, or if 
"acts of man," such as war or stock-gambling 
hysteria, devalues the properly of the inno- 
cent along with the guilty, there is no provi- 
sion in routine instruments whereby reason- 
able moratoriums on principle may be grant- 
ed. The day will probably come when all 
credit 
transactions 
will be 
governed 
by 


clauses based on normal earning capacity of 
the security. We must quit shrugging our 
.shoulders callously when some are unfortun- 
ate in attempts to meet maturing dates. We 
should know by now that their misfortune is 
ours as well. Failure to envision the country's 
welfare as a whole results in these periodical 
property declines, until conditions become as 
now, when it makes no difference who owns 
the property or how many times it changes 
hands. It cannot again become liquid and 
valuable until all property is protected and 
brought back to earning capacity.

At sea, 


March 25, 1935 


Shanghai— what of it? 
Orienta 


Chinese or American city? It is a 
of these, with a little of Russia an 
France thrown in for good measur 
— some three and one-half million 
of people in one big overgrown city 
Whole streets of one-story buildings 
only a few blocks away from new 
modern buildings twelve, fifteen t 
twenty-five stories high, which wi 
saw in the distant skyline as we 
sailed up the Yangtsze river, crowd- 
ed with craft, large and small. 


We came up here on the Taiyo 


Maru, of the Japanese line, with 
many fine missionary people going 
back to America on their furloughs 
and delightful for companions. 


Shortly 
after 
we 
sailed 
from 


Hongkong our ship came to anchor 
in a dense fog, much like the ones 
we very occasionally have at home, 
the siren whistle blowing all night 
at regular intervals, giving us an 
assurance our ship's officers were not 
taking any chances, as there were 
many dangerous small islands in the 
vicinity of the harbor, and our ship 
did not get under way until about 
9 o'clock the next morning. 


The personnel of this ship included 


beside the missionaries, two young 
American naval officers on a holiday 
of thirty days for good behavior, go- 
ing to China and Japan, sightseeing, 
;> young married couple from Los 
Angeles, Dr. and Mrs. Thompson, 
who are just completing a year's trip 
around the world, which gave us 
much of common interest to talk 
about. Then there are two young 
men from Bangkok, going to the 
Pacific exposition at Yokohama with 
the Siamese exhibit, both able to 
speak English, a pleasant Russian 
woman married to an American and 
living in China, she being also a 
naturalized American, now in the 
millinery business, a German sales- 
man 
from 
Shanghai, 
a muchly- 


bleached blonde girl, woman or lady 
(?) from Hollywood, now playing in 
a jazz orchestra in Shanghai, who 
knew practically every city of any 
size in the world, and of course a 
few bright business men of Japan, 
the above group discussing without 
serious results many important in- 
ternational questions, which did 
much to pass the time pleasantly. A

You 
can get a small piece of jade for as 
low as one dollar, or you can pay 
one hundred or more for a bettor 
piece, the shade of green color de- 
termining its value. 


Other streets specialized in bas- 


kets of all sorts, many others in 
silks and cloth, the tailor being al- 
ways in evidence, while you could 
find "eats" all along the street, from 
men with trays suspended from the 
two ends of a long pole to the ela- 


rale restaurants upstairs. One of 


the streets was almost given over to 
the gold-fish dealers, with thousands 
of fish, while others sold those need- 
ed for eating. 


The bird market, with a wide var- 


cty of birds from pidgeons to tiny 
ivrens, were especially interesting, 
jnd I was sorry I was not able to 
get a nice parrot to bring home. The 
jamboo cages also were unusually 
iretty and most cleverly made. In 
ine section of this native city we 
ame to a small island in the center, 
vith small bridges across the tiny 
iver of dirty water, not over six 
eet wide, but stone-walled and ra- 
ler attractive with the small shops 
n the center of the island, which 
ras not much larger than our patio 
t home. 
We stopped to look into several 


emples, all Buddhist, and crowds of 
•orshipers who paid almost no at- 
ontion to us "foreign devils," as we 
re known over here. We made a 
ew small purchases and then hur- 
ed home to lunch, after which 
Villie Engler again took us for a 
rive in ah automobile, going out 
"anking road with its fine modern 
otels, business blocks, past the Y. 


clever piano 
ing gave us a concert of real classic 
music. 


Long before we could see the coast 


of China the water was colored a 
dirty yellow by the muddy waters 
from 
the 
great 
Yangtsze 
river, 


bringing its debris thousands of 
miles to be spilled in the sea. 


Our delay at Hongkong on ac- 


count of the fog made us too late 
for the high tide at the Yangtsze 
river, so we had to anchor there, 
until 9 p.m., reaching Shanghai, 12 
miles up the river from Woosong at 
its mouth, about 2 a.m. and disem- 
barking at 8 o'clock, where we were 
met by a friends from the Mission- 
ary Home, where we lodged while 
in the city. Dr. and Mrs. Thompson 
went to the same place, so we had 
pleasant company there. After fin- 
ishing the usual customs house for- 
malities we had to make a visit to 
the National City bank of New York 
(needles to say why), and then get- 
ting into rickshaws started out for 
some shopping errands. 


There were notices posted in our 


steamer, and in the hotel, saying 
that under no circumstances should 
tourists use the rickshaws for shop- 
ping, without a guide, as it was dan- 
gerous, but we disregarded these no- 
tices, got lost a few times, but al- 
ways managed to find our way out, 
and seeing so much more from the 
slow-running 
rickshaws than we 


could from the bus or tramcars. 
Arriving home for lunch we found 
a nice note from Dr. and Mrs. Kil- 
bourne, inviting us to dinner that 
evening. 
They live out at New 


Shanghai, a fine new subdivision 
started the last three years, laid out 
with fine big civic center, sewers, 
electric wires all underground, wide, 
well-paved asphalt streets, a big 
stadium much like the one in Los 
Angeles, seating some 50,000 people, 
shade trees planted on all streets, a 
fine business section, fine residences 
completed and many others planned, 
a big Chinese university, and the 
one of the Oriental Mission, com- 
pleted with fine modern concrete 
buildings. 


Dr. Kilbourne has three fine sons, 


their family ha\ ing recently arrived 
home from three years spent in Hol- 
lywood. They have one of the cars 
so well known to Russell Davis, 
which they brought back from the 
United States, the same car selling 
in Shanghai for $3250. Gasoline be-

friend, Willie Engler, a German boy 
who used to livt with the Charles 
Thorpe family in Los Angeles, but 
now living here, called at our hotel 
to take us around the city, and he 
could show us more in one day than 
we could olhurwi.se have seen in a 
week's time. He is a designer and 
foreman of a big furniture factory 
in Shanghai, keeping bachelor's hall 
in a modern flat building, with a 
Cliine.se boy for servant. 


Wo spent a couple of interesting 


hours in the native part of Shanghai, 
with its teeming thousands of people 
filling the narrow streets to over- 
flowing, small shops of all sorts, 


where Nanking road be- 
the wide and well-known

jack just opposite, the races then 
eing on. A little beyond we passed 
big walled estate of several acres 


n the heart of the city (as Is the

antl some otBefs who came here in 
the early days and went into the 
banking business, later on going in- 
to the real estate business. You see 
big Neon-lighted signs of real estate 
firms on the tops of buildings, and 
all the billboards, of which there 
are many. 


A real building boom is in pro- 


gress here now, and whole blocks of 
old buildings are being wrecked to 
make room for modern concrete 
business blocks. One new apartment 
house is twenty-five stories high, 
quite enough to make even Holly- 
wood sit up and take a second count. 


We drove out Joeffre road to the 


new French city, where are some of 
the finest shops of the city. Dancing 
academies are all over the city, the 
Chinese going dance-mad, the tango 


and late dances being the favorites 
with Russian and French girls for 
instructors or hostesses. 


The cold weather is still on here 


so our woolen clothes are worn, the 
Chinese being wrapped up in their 
padded coats and warm dresses, one 
Worn over the other until they gel 
enough to keep warm, which makes 
them all look overstuffed, like our 
heavy furniture, and not as attrac- 
tive as those thin-clad, smartly- 
dressed girls in Hongkong, although 
some of the clothes these Shanghai 
women wear must have cost a lot of 
money, and how they do love their 
furs, which are quite cheap here 
compared to our prices. 


The office buildings are all steam- 


heated, and our boarding place has 
coal fires in the grates, it being an 
old building, in fact one of the first 
brick buildings in Shanghai. We re- 
turner' via the Chinese Inland mis- 
sion. where we were invited lo have 
loa with Mrs. Hayman, the wife of 
:he good missionary, Reverend Hay- 
nan, who is still a captive of ban- 
dits in the mountains of interior 
China. We had a most interesting 
iccount of his capture from Mrs. 
layman, who was also captured, but 
,vas allowed to escape and got back 
o Shanghai. Rev. Hayman's friends 
re still making efforts to secure his 
elease, but it is rather difficult to 
eal with the communists and their 
ed army. 
The city is full of travelers from 


11 parts of the world, and steamer 
rrivals are almost daily occurrences, 
11 of the big liners making this 
ort the great shipping center of 
nland China, and everyone wants 
o see this very interesting big city, 
ith its fascinating combination of 
le modern with the oriental. 
All too soon it was time to start

Must Take Up the Battle to 
Curb Industrial Anarchy 


By HENRY L. MARSHALL 


Small merchants and struggling proprietors of independent 


manufacturing plants heaved a sigh of relief when the supreme 
court declared the NRA unconstitutional. 


No one in business has any doubt4> 


as to the, inequalities in the opera- ' 
tion of this legislation. And it has 
been a fact somewhat sardonic that 
this act was brought into fores by 
an administration that professes to 
more nearly represent the common 
man, the "forgotten man," than pre- 
vious administrations. Yet, the oper- 
ation of the NRA has at all times 
worked to create a greater monopoly 
for industrial giants, and a restric- 
tive and strangling influence on the 
village factory and the independent 
neighborhood store.

It is not of great significance that 


the court ruled it invalid on the 
ground it violated intrastate trade 
rights. This writer believes that we 
are moving with increasing speed to- 
ward the breakdown of state rights 
as relating to commerce and social 
regulations. There are few actual 
rights of states that are not also the 
rights of all the people of the United 
States, as shown in a dramatic man- 
ner by the operation of the depart- 
ment of justice since it was given 
authority to hunt and capture kid- 
napers, regardless of state bound- 
aries. There is much that is obsolete 
in the conduct of states in relation 
to the union of states. 


In fairness to the NRA it should 


be said that most of the provisions 
are beneficial in principle. Its power 
has been aimed theoretically at in- 
dustrial anarchy. Competitive busi- 
ness in this country has been un- 
governed and ungovernable. Lack 
of regulatory power over it was the 
greatest contributing cause of the 
financial crash and subsequent de- 
pression. A state of industrial law- 
lessness, fatuously termed "individ- 
ualism," existed, and will revive 
again in sinister force if proper 
regulation is not applied. 
When 


business is conducted as anarchists 
would conduct the affairs of a na- 
tion, it is, of course, the weak anc 
unprotected who must suffer. Bui 
when legislation is put into effect for 
the purpose of curtailing the "devil- 
take-the-hindmost" 
method, 
and 


that legislation works to the opposite 
of its intent, there must be abandon- 
ment or drastic revision. 


Hailed as the solution of the ages- 


old controversy between capital anc 
labor, employer and employee, the 
clause that would enforce collective 
bargaining thru a federal overlord 
ship of disputes, is worthy of com 
mendation in principle, for it is cer 
tain that arbitration will remain 
a meaningless phrase as long aS' 
voluntary and not obligatory. Bu 
codes devised to blanket the couritr 
can never solve this deep-roote 
evil, this constant menace to indus 


. trial peace. Such codes work agai 


to the advantage of mass productio 
and for laborer and employer so en 
gaged, but ruin or cripple the sma" 
and independent operators of com 
modity distribution and fabrication 
What may be a fair and living wag 
in a small business in rural com 
munities may not be fair in the mas, 
production areas. This country gre 
robust on the strength of small fac 
tories that drew their labor from 
part-tune sources, and some day 
will revert, at least partially, to this 
method of manufacture. 


Public • opinion has indicted the 


NRA more for its sins of operation 
than because of its principle. 
It 


therefore remains to overhaul the 
act, to render it responsive to the 
needs of business, and to find some 
intelligence, somewhere, by which it 
can be equitably applied. Years ago 
Gen. Hancock said that the tariff 
was a local issue, meaning that it 
could only be exercised properly by 
intensive study of specific areas. This 
is also profoundly true of any legis- 
lation to curb industrial anarchy as 
represented by the old competitive 
system, and also of the 
difficult 


question of wages. The federal gov- 
ernment must work out a system of 
general overlordship, but must not 
again make the mistake of setting 
up blanket codes. The government, 
in the creation of the NRA, took the 
easiest way, which is most often the 
wrong way. To curb the wolfish 
practices of unregulated competitive 
manufacture and trade there must 
be serious effort of a regional pat- 
tern, long study and slow change. 
But it can be done, since we as a 
nation have conquered greater prob- 
lems. If we face the principle that 
competition, in our complex civiliza- 
tion, is more often the death- instead 
of the life of trade; if we recognize 
as fundamental that we cannot long 
survive by attempting to rise on 
pyramid of enforced failures of com- 
petitors; if we think of commodities 
for serviceability instead of for ven- 
dibility, for use instead of for profit, 
we may increase profit and insure 
prosperity. 


Curiously enough, that 
phrase, 


"production for use," has come to 
mean recently that in producing for 
actual service, profit must be elim- 
inated. It is the "profit motive," em- 
phasized to the disadvantage of ser- 
viceability, that must be eliminated. 
Profits cannot be eliminated, nor is 
it desirable to attempt it. But a pro- 
duction based on needs and not on 
competitive acumen and cunning, is 
not only desirable, but it is coming 
to be increasingly imperative. As 
individuals we do not ordinarily buy 
more for our households than we 
can use. Then it must follow that 
as a nation we must not duplicate 
businesses, harass each other with 
needless and destructive competi- 
tions. That's what the NRA has at- 
tempted to do in principle. The NRA, 
or its statutory successor, must ac- 
complish tiiis in fact, else we will 
continue in industrial revolution and 


trated Daily News very aptly likens 
the NRA, or regulatory control of 
business, to our system of traffic 
regulation. Individually, we have 
little love for the officer who rides 
alongside and gives us a ticket, or 
who holds us until the signal 
changes, regardless of much we may 
fume and fret, convinced that we 
must get somewhere for some pur- 
pose in a hurry. In two decades of 
evolving traffic control we have come 
to be reconciled, and none of us will 
say that we should revert to a con- 
dition of traffic chaos. The absence 
of an officer at a busy intersection 
for even a few minutes results in a 
snarl that is dangerous and unsatis- 
factory to every driver. American 
business must submit to authorita- 
tive control to protect it from com- 
petitive chaos. 


From the time of our first collec- 
ve efforts in groups of caves and 
ommunity huts, civilization has 
eadily restricted in increasing ratio 
le freedom of the individual in the 
nterest of all. Under the rule of 
arly absolute monarchies, unneces- 
ary business duplications and com- 
etitive chaos was not possible to 
amaging degrees because of the 
resence always of a central author- 
ty. As the world has come to be 
nore and more democratized, indus- 
ry has grown more and more an- 
rchistic. There is no possibility of 
elf-regulation where the objective 
s that of beating the other fellow, 
'herefore there must again be set up 
centralized authority greater than 
usiness itself, and inclusive in its 
epresentation of all of the people. 
American business understands this 
while at the same time resenting its 
application. All of us would like to

county agricultural commissioner. 


There is an unusually large supply 


of lemons in storage—perhaps the 
largest in the history of this section 
—due to the fruit maturing much 
earlier than usual. The coming crop 
looks good and will probably be 
around normal. 


The crop of Valencia oranges ap- 


pears to be about 95 to 100 per cent 
of normal. The sizes, on the whole, 
are smaller than '34. There is a 
slight amount of granulation show- 
ing in the larger fruit, but in most 
cases not sufficient to go outside the 
limit of tolerance. 


Quality of the grapefruit crop is 


excellent and the probabilities are 
that the crop will be slightly larger 
than 1934. 


Prospects for walnuts appear to be 


uneven, with a smaller crop indicat- 
ed in some districts. 


Sufficient alfalfa seed was pur- 


chased to allow for the planting of 
approximately 5300 additional acres 
in the county. The present prospects
